CUBANAUTONOMISTS 
PETITION M’KINLEY 


Home Rule Authorities of the Island 
Want No Intervention. 


PAPER SENT THE PRESIDENT 


They Declare That Action by United 
States Would Be Oppressive 


Document Is Now in the Hands of the 
Administration for His .are- 
ful Consideration. 


Washington, April 1.—The Cuban govern- 
ment, meaning the present home rule au- 
thorities in Cuba and not the insurgents, 
has issued the following appeal to Presi- 


dent McKinley. It was placed in his hands 


this morning: 


“The colonial government of Cuba de- 
sires to make known to the president of 
the United States that although there are 
some Cubans in arms, yet there are an 
immense number who accept home rule 
and are resolved to work zealously under 
this form of government in order to re- 
establish peace and prosperity to the island. 
The insurgents form a minority, while the 
autonomists represent the majority of the 
interests of the civilization by means of 
justice and liberty. The Cuban people is 
an American people and has in consequence 
a perfect right to guvern itself according 
to its own wishes and aspirations, and in 
no way would it be just for a foreign will 
to impose upon it a political regime which 
it esteems contrary to its happiness and 
conscience. 

Oppression Instead of Liberty. 

“This would be a substitute of oppression 
instead of. liberty. The Cuban people is 
now a free people; it wishes to rule its own 
destinies and it would be a great wicked- 
nese to dispose of its lot without its con- 
sent. The history and the feelings of the 
United States do not permit an American 
people to be sacrificed and forced to form 
® government which the same people con- 
sider pernicious to its permanent interests 
and to the cause of peace and order in a 
country of different races, of small popu- 


incomplete. 

“The honorable government of Cuba 
hopes that the president of the United 
States, faithful to the noble traditions of 
the great. North American republic, will 
consider and respect the rights of the Cu- 
ban people, not permitting violence to pre- 
vail. It also hopes that he will contribute 
by powerful action ‘to the re-establishment 
of peace in Cuba under the sovereignty of 
the mother country, and with a home ritle 
government equal for all and which might 
still be Improved so as to inspire the con- 
fidence of everyone. 

Home Rule Protests. 


“The home rule government of this island, 
which is a Cuban government, protests 
energetically against the falsehoods of a 
part of the American press, published with 
the malignant intention of firing passions, 
making it appear that injustice and brutal 
force reign in Cuba and that home, rule 
has failed before even the colonial parlia- 
ment has taken its seat and when experi- 
ence cannot yet tell whether the new re- 
gime will answer or not. It has no good 
faith in these stories. As was said by the 
immortal Washington: 

‘**Honesty is the best policy.’ 

“The Cuban party is about to meet. and 
both the spirit of America and the princi- 
ples of right demand respect for the will 
of the majority of the people.

DIPLOMACY HAS FINALLY FAILED 


Next Step Will Be the President’s Mes- 
sage to American Congress. ~ 


SACASTA CEASES ALL NEGOTIATIONS 


Spain’s Reply to McxXinley’s Last 
Demand Has Brought All Deal- 
ings Between the Tw) Coun- 
tries to a Con- 
clusion. 


Washington, April 1.—There is lit- 
tle doubt that the president and the 
members of his cabinet now regard a 
conflict with Spain as -lmost inevita- 
bie. 

In his Message to congress, which in all 
probability will be sent in next Monday, 
and certainly early next week, it is under- 
stood that the president will review at 
some length the record as it stands. be- 
tween this government and. Spain, but wiil 
not insist vpon further time in which to 
continue negotiations looking to a peaceful 
solution of the Cuban problem. . 

The cabinet meeting this morning was 

estionably the most important held 
in many years. It received Spain’s answer 
to tlip ultimatum of this government, and 
finding it unsatisfactory, practically de- 
cided upon a policy which!at this hour 
seems certainly to involve hostilities. 

The whole record will be laid before con- 
gress and the question ig now under earn- 
est consideration what ‘shall be the par- 
ticular form our policy shall take in bring- 
ing to an end the horrors in Cuba and 6e- 
curing the independence of the island, 

Preparations ranging from a simple rec- 
Ognition of Cuban independence to a 
straight-out declaration of war have been 
urged at the capitol; but there is hardly 
a doubt that the majority of congress will 
await the executive lead before taking ac- 
tion, and is disposed to adopt Mr. McKin- 
ley's suggestion an this point. 

It is thought thdt any of the resolu- 
tions, except possibly simple recog- 
nition of independence, woull lead 10 
war. 

There were of course all sorts of rumors 
in circulation, including reports of media- 
tion by European powers; but no. sugges- 
tion has come to this government, for at 
5 o'clock this afternoon, in response to a 
direct question, Assistant Secretary Day 
sald there had been no offer of mediation 
by any foreign government. 

One member of the cabinet, in speaking 
of the meetings today, spoke substantially 
as follows: 

Diplomacy Has Failed. 


“In the morning it was apparent to all 
of us that having exhausted all diplo- 
matic efforts to bring about a better condi- 
tion of affairs in Cuba, and they having 
failed the whole question must: be submit- 
ted to congress. At our afternoon meeting 
the president requested each member of the 
cabinet to express freely his individual 
opinion as to what should be done. The dis- 
cussion Was entirely on the lines indicated 
by the members. Nothing definite was de- 
cided upon and no conclusions reached. 
The president will now take the views sub- 
mitted to him under consideration pre- 
paratory to his message to congress, which 
will be sent in early next week. 

“President McKinley has done a great 
deal of work recently and appears pretty 
we!l fatigued. Consequently he wili take 
a fittle rest before beginning active work 
on the message. He has not yet determined 
what recommendation will be communi- 
cated to congress. 

‘““My individual opinion is that tnt 
little faith can be put i1 promises 
made by Spain, and this mak 4s me hes- 
itate. about accepting with any confi- 


dence her latest proposals. 


“In the first place she promised a long 
time ago that the reconcentrados woOuld be 
released. The result shows that the prom- 
ise has not been kept. Now she proposes 
to release them but keep them under mili- 
tary ‘supervision. Who can tell whether 
she will adhere to this expressed intention? 
Broadly, there appears to be three courses 
open to the president in dealing further 
in this matter. The first of these is to ac- 
cept the proposals submitted by Spain in 
reply to the American representations: the

Although there was the strictest reserve 
ws to what had occurred, it can be stated 
positively that the United States submitted 
no further propositions, nor did the Span- 
ish minister offer anything which changed 
the situation of affairs. 4 

Both sides regard the issu2 as made 
up, with no likelihood of further nego- 
tiations between now and the time 
when the president will submit the 
whole case to congress. 

The United. States has presented its de- 
mand and Spain has given her. answer. 
Thus the case stands. 
a halt to the active negotiations which 
have been in progress for the past few 


days, it does not mean that the diplomatic 


relations between the two countries are 


terminated, for such a step is the last 
preliminary before an actual state of war. 
United States Minister Woodford remains 
at his post at Madrid and fs said to be 
entirely safe from harm. The Spanish 
minister, Senor Polo y Bernabe, also re- 
mains at his ‘post in Washington. The crit- 
ical condition of affairs within recent days 
nag led him and his staff to consider wiet 
disnosition of their effcrts would be made 
in case théir position here became unten- 
able. 

From the Spanish standpoint there is 
the same disposition as that shown by 
the authorities here, to regard the issue 
as made up. The answer of Spain is looked 
upon as the limit of concession which 
Madrid will grant. If there is to be an- 
other move, the Spanish government looks 
to the United States to make it. This at 
least is the situation as it presents itself 
to those best inf ed in Washington. 

Spain ll Not Move. + 

Of course it’ cannot be foretold what 
Madria will do\in the stress of circum- 
stances within the next few days. But 
those best able to judge do not expect 
any further move from there. The Spanish 
minister has naturally been a center in 
the exciting incidents of today. He is 
fully conscious of the gravity of the situ- 
ation, and while expressing hope for peace, 
speaks to’his friends of the eventualities 
which may come. | 

The staff of the legation is working 
day and night and the lights in the lega- 
tion office were burning until 3 o’clock 
this morning, while the secretaries and 
attaches were deciphering cablegrams an@ 
in turn reducing dispatches to cipher for 
transmission to Madrid. The minister per- 
sonally-superintends all this work and no 
effort is made to condense or spare ex- 
pense in sending by cable the informa- 
tion between here and Madrid. 

Late this afternoon a Madrid 
Was received stating that the pope was 
Seeking to exercise. pacific influences by 
inducing both Spain and the insurgents to 
accept an armistice in Cuba. If this be 
true, the pope has not given any instruc- 
tions or information along this line to 
Monsignor Martinelli at Washington. The 
latter has taken no step toward mediation. 
It has been reported that one of the arch- 
bishops of the Catholic church, ,in the 
course of an informal conversation with 
high officials, suggested the mediation of 
the pope. This, however, was unauthorized 
and no authorized proposition of any char- 
acter has come-from Rome. Furthermore, 
there is little reason Yo believe the. ad- 
ministration would receive with favor any 
proposition of this character from a foreign 
source.

Washington, April 1.—(Special.)—The 
scheme for the purchase of the Danish 
islands for the purpose of establishing a 
coaling station in the West Indies has been 
practically abandoned. The project was 
considcred at length in an executive ses- 
sion of the senate this afternoon and the 
result of the d.scussion showed such strong 
oppositjon to the purchase at this time that 
it was decided by the friends of the meas- 
ure that it wiil ‘not. be further pressed. 

There were, several heated scenes in the 
executive session the most sensational 
of these being a clash between Senator 
Morgan and several of his democratic col- 
leagues. re 

The senato- from Alabama was one of 
the strong supporters of the proposition 
for the purchose of the islands. Other dem- 
however. differed from him and 
Senator Morgan's 
wrath. At one time in the speech he de- 
livered in favor.of the purchase Senator 
Morgan turned dramatically toward his 
demotratic colleagues, and in an excited 
manner, speaking with great emphasis, 
said: 

“What do you democrats of the senate 
mean? Do you mean that if we .are to 


have war you are going to array your- 
selves wsainst the administration and 


ocrats, 


against the «overnment? If you do intend’ 


that, I hope you will let me know in time 
so I can «1st my vote against war.’ 
Bacon Gives. Answer. 

This Lrought Senator Bacon to his feet 
with a ringing, emphatic, angry. reply to 
what he termed the unjust insinuations 
of the senatcr from Alabama. He declared 
that the suggestions of Senator Morgan 


were uncalled for, unjust and absolutely 


unwarranted. 


Tie defended the position the democrats 
in the senate and in the house have main- 
tained and still maintain on all matters 
ty the national welfare in this 
and in as emphatic language as 
he could employ within the bounds of 
legislative ceurtesy repudiated the idea of 
democratic disloyalty or anything akin 
to if. : 

There was fire in every word he ut- 
tered. He contended it was unfair“and un- 
just, for Senator Morgan to indicate that 
the only cpposition to the purchase of the 
Danish islands came from the democrats and 
sail that if the proposition ever came to a 
volte he felt sure that as many’ republicans 
would vote against it as would vote for it. 
He took the position that even if the pur- 
chase of these islands were to be consid- 
ered, now is not the time for its considera- 
tion. He pointed out that the purchase 
could have absolutely no bearing upon 
tne present emergency. for even’if bought 
now the fsiands would not be available 
for any war we might have with Spain. 

Democrats were Indignant. 

There was much indignation among the 
democratic senators at Senator Morgan’s 
talk. While none of the others felt disposed 
to reply to him after the Georgia senator 
had so completely covered the ground, 
they did not hesitate to express their dis- 
approval in the strongest terms when talk

A number of leading republicans of the 
senate also talked in the same strain, re- 
pudiating the suggestion of the Alabama 
senator that the democrats had fallen 
short in any possible way in doing their 
full duty as Americans. There is a dispo- 
sition on both sides of the chamber to 
indulge the venerable Alabamian as no 
other member of the body would be in- 
dulged, and extreme statements from him 
are never unexpected, but it was the gen- 
eral sentiment that this one was so un- 
called fer as to warrant in full the repudi- 
ation and rebuke it received. 

Other leading senators joined in opposi- 
tion to the purchase of the islJunds. : It 
was contended by the opposition that the 
distance of the islands from Key West and 
Havana, the fact that the harbor desired 
is without anything like adequate protee. 
tion in the way'of fortifications, and could 
not possibly. be fortified in time to be of 
any service in a war with Spain: and the 
further fact that even if St. Thomas were 
available for a coaling station, it could 
not be of any use in the war which is soon 
to come.

Both he and Senator 
Frye deciared that from the developments 
tt seems likely that Porto Rico, rather than 
Havana, would become the storm center 
fn any war with Spain; and that the pos- 
session of the Danish islands would give us 
practical control of the coal supply of 
Spain at Porto Rico, which is very limited.

He was @& Very poer man, and 
when jit became knowncthat he was insured 
for such a large amount suspicion poismted 
to the physician, especially. as his name 
had been connected with other shady trans- 
act ons in the insurance business. | 

An investigation by detectives sént down 
by the insurance companies developed the 
fact that one Guy Jack was the benefi- 
clary for this large amount of insurance 
money on Stewart's life, and he was ar- 
rested as accessory to the supposed crime. 

The arrest of Jack caused a tremendous 
sensation in Kemper county, as he was 
one of the largest and wealthiest merchants 
in that part of the state. ; 

Many sensations were developed as the 
investigations went on. It was shown that 
Dr.. Lipscomb and Guy Jack had conspired 
to rob the insurance companies. Their 
scheme was very simple. Dr. Lipscomb 
being the examin.ng physician, he would 
make the returns to the conipany, while 
Guy Jack would pay the premiums and 
collect the insurance as the victims dropped 
off—which was no unusual occurrenee about 
this time. It was proven that Dr. Lips-, 
comb had given a certificate on a man 
ninety years of age, and had returned it 
to the company as a ‘‘good risk,”’ putting 
his age down at forty-five. Guy Jack put 
up the money for the premium, as usual. 

On the 2lst of January, 18%, came the 
announcement of the death of Charles T. 
Stewart, on whose life, policies—with Guy 
Jack as beneficiary—had been issued as 
follows: Mutual Reserve, of New York, 
$10,000; New York Life, $1,000 and Mutual 
Benefit Life Association, of Newark, N. J., 
$10,000—a total of $21,000. | 
This caused the insurance companies to 
grow suspicious. It appeared to them that 
Stewart was insured for the benefit of men 
who had no insurable interest in their lives, 
‘save that they. were creditors, the insured 
being very poor and without credit, and 
they determined on an investigation, with 
the result that Lipscomb and Jack were 
arrested on a charge of murder, being 
jointly indicted in the murder of Charles 
T. Stewart. it 
As is known, Lipscomb was tried last 
March in Kemper, which resulted in his 
conviction. He was sentenced to be hang- 
ed in April, but pending an appeal for a 
new trial, his sentence was suspended. A 
new trial was granted in February of this 
year.

Roosevelt Requests Each State to at Ones 
Organizs Naval Militia. 


QUICK ACTION IS REQUESTED 


Flying Squadron Wi'l Remain ar 


Hampton Roads Zor Awhile. 


SPANISH FLOTILLA CAUSES UNEASINESS 


Secretary Long Is Puiting His De- 
partment in Shape for Any 
Emergency.

Washington, April 1.—Supplementing the | 


action taken yesterday by-the navy de- 
partment in requesting governors of states 
to drill and equip the naval militia so as to 
be ready for any emergency, Ass'stant 
Secretary Roosevelt toda sent letters to 
the governors of those seacoast states not 
having such organizations, to take steps 


» looking to the formation of naval mili- 


tia so far as possible under the state laws. 

It is hoped by the naval officials that 
each of these states will be enabled to 
promptly acquiesce in the departmént’s re- 
quest, and be prepared to assist in the na- 
val aux‘liary work. 

Late this afternoon the secretary of the 
‘navy received a telegram from the adju- 
tant general of Connecticut, stating that 
the governor directs him to notify the. de- 
pariment that: the naval battalion of Con- 
necticut fs in readiness and ‘4s awaiting or- 
ders from the pres‘dent. 

Flying Squadron at Anchor. | 

The’ flying squadron is to remain in 
Hampton Roads for the present at least. 
This announcement was made late this 
afternoon ‘by Secretary Long, and set at 
rest the reports which had been current 
throughout the day that a | movement of 
“the squadron was imminent. 

The secretary stated that the depart- 
ment bel'eved that the present rendez- 
vous of the squadron was she most avail- 

_able-one. from which the ships under. Com- 
modore Schley, couid operate in carrying 
out the purpose for Wh-ch it was formed, 
that is, the protection of the north Atlantic 
seaboard. He added that no orders had 
been issued to Commodore Schley, and 
none were in immediate contemplation, 

In the various phases of the situation to- 
day the flying squadron stood out promi- 
nent, both as a center of public interest 
in connection with rumored orders for its 
sailng from the roads and as a matter of 
consideration by the department. It is stat- 
ed on reliabie authority that the department 
discussed the question of orderirg-the ships 
to sea, presumably, though not Officially 
so stated, in connection with the approach 
of the Spanish torpedo flotilla, which has 
since arrived at Porto R.co. 

Apprehensive of Spanish Flotilla. 

It. has been an open secret for. some days 
that the naval authorities have regarded 
the approach of the Spanish flotilla with 
apprehénsion and their feelings in this re- 
gard were strong enough to call ihe mat- 
ter to the attention of the authorities. Af- 
ter considering the matter, however, it Was 
decided that ' no. orders would be issued 
looking to a movement of the squadron. 
While the decision is understcod to have 
been based primarily upon the fact that it 
would be unwise to remove the ships from 
their present valuable strategic position, 
yet it is believed that diplomatic considera- 
tions also had some weight. 

It was pointed out the sending of ihe 
squadron ‘in the direction of the West In- 
dies, “even though its mission were not to 
intercept the flotilla, would be regarded 
as a hostile act not warranted by .he pres- 
ent condition of affairs. If is also under- 
stood that it was deemed wise not to per- 
mit any movement of the flying squadron 
whatever just at present, as public interest, 
being so largely centered upon such a 
movement, would be liable to misconstruc- 
tion and give rise to rumors that would 
terid only to aggravate the situation. 

The flying squadron will be completed 
tomorrow with the arrival of the Minneapo-

Making Warships Ready. 

Fort Monroe, Va., April 1.—The Colum-

Mrs. Henroten Wants No Battles, 
While Mother of Sailor Is for Honor. 

Chicago, April 1.—Side by side in The 
Chicago Tribune tomorrow will appear the 
letter from Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin, of this 
city, who, on behalf of the woman's clubs 
of the United States, writes to President 
McKinley urging him to take the way that 
leads to peace, and a statement from Mrs. 
Shillington, mother of Harry Shillington, 
who went down with the Maine. 

Following Mrs. WHenrotin’s letter is a 
statement by her in which she upholds the 
stand she took in her letter, and repeating 
that the general federation of woman's 
clubs will give to President McKinley “our 
moral support in al) that he does, or in 
all that he leaves undone, for humanity’s 
sake,”’ ee 

Mrs, Shillington was shown Mrs. Henro- 
tin's letter, and asked if she thought it 
spoke for all the mothers of America. Mrs. 
Shillington could not read any further than 
the line: ‘On us war will fall the heaviest, 
for we must give our sons.” 


“I’ve already given one of mine,” she said, 
“my Harry. 
the mud of Havana harbor and another on 
board a United States cruiser that may be 
the first to be sunk in case of war, I have 
no appeals to make to the president for 
peace. I believe in honor, and I taught to 
my children and I think they learned the 
lesson, for the officers of thé Maine have 
written to me that my Harry never 
swerved from the strict line of his duty. 
He never shrank from what was right and 
neither will I; and I can give my other 
boy to my country, if need be, as I did my 
oldest son. > 

“Chariey sailed on the government cruis- 
er Alliance today.

You see he js only a 
boy of .seventeen and ‘the death of ‘his 
brother filled him with hate fer tnose who 
caused it. i do not feel, of course, tne 
same about it that he does, I do ngt feel 
any spirit of revenge. 

“f only want to see the honor of the 
country vindicated, so that my boy, who is 
a sailor on board a United States ship, can 
walk the ‘streets of a foreign city and feel 
that the blue uniform that he wears is re- 
spected, and that if he died his govern- 
ment will detnand atonement, and that he 
is Something More than the iron guns or 
the plating on the side of the vessel, that 
can be left buried in the muddy bottom 
of a hartor and forgotten. 
~“T have no criticism to make on the wo- 
men who have’ joined in Mrs. Henrotin’s 
petition. They want to be spared the loss 
of their loved ones, and I pray God that 
they may be. But if He should let them 
suffer as I have suffered—if it is for the 
sake of the dead and dying in Cuba. if it 
is for the sake of our country and her 
flag. and for the sake of the boys who were 
killed on the Maine—I can only say to 
them, as I say to myself a hundred and 
a thousand times a day, ‘it had to be; it 
had to be.’ There was no other way.”

Mr. Hearst, of The New York Jour-

In proof of {this statement he cites fig- 
ures from the last report of the state 
board of eljarities, showing that 2 

were aided by the ciate ynor- 
ities last year, not including inmates of 
poorhouses, nor mendicanmts ‘helped by 
county ‘commissioners. These figures 
show a total increase of 10,898 persons 
aided by the state authorities over and 
above the number for the preceding 
year. For each county the average 
number of persons aided was 895, and 
for each township 81. © In the light of 
these figures, can it be consistently 
claimed that prosperity has arrived in 
Indiana? But there are still other points 
to be considered. Out of the total num- 
ber of persons helped last year, 31,811 
were between the ages of sixteen and 
sixty, and under normal conditions 
would have been able to support them- 
selves without assistance. Moreover, 
the persons receiving state aid were 
not restricted to the towns and cities, 
where destitution usually abounds; 
many were scattered about over the 
rural districts of the state, showing that 
the hardships superinduced by adverse 
conditions last yeer were general in 
character. In all, not less than $500,- 
000 was distributed under the auspices 
of the state board of charities to needy 
persons, 

Of course the figures contained in the 
foregoing dummary do mot represent 
the entire aggregate of want and suffer- 
ing in the state of Indiana; for there is 
no way of estimating the privations 
which thousands of, people everywhere 
undergo yearly in order to make ends 
meet. So when everything is put to 
gether, it is evident that prosperity has 
smiled but lightly upon the masses in 
the state of Indiana. ar la 

Why this demoralizing condttion of 
affairs in Indiana, unless caused by the 
inequalities of the single gold stand- 
ard? In the fertility of its soil there 
is no state in ethe union more favored 
than Indiama, and under normal condi- 
tions there is no reason why prosperity 
should not be equally diffused through- 
out the state. 

But what is true of Indiana is also 
true, in greater -or less measure, of 
every other state in the union. If simi- 
lar records. to the one from which we 
have above quoted were kept. in other 
states, it could very easily be shown 
that the baleful operations of the single 
gold standard have been widespread, 
and that under its pernicious iafluence 
only the bondholders have fattened upon 
the privations of the masses. 

A Hint to Our Farmers. 

Our farmers should take advantage of 
the prospects of war and the indepen- 
dence of Cuba to plant large provision 
crops and arrange for increasing their 
supplies of thome-raised meats. Even 
if there is no war, the independence of 
Cuba will create a very keen demand 
for bread-stuffs and provisions. 

The condition of affairs in Cuba is 
such that recuperation in the rural re- 
gionS will -be very slow. Never: since 
the dawn of civilization has such awful 
desolation fallen on an agricultural peo- 
ple ag that which the Spaniards have 
wrought in Cuba, 

Weyler’s order. of concentration in- 
volved the destruction: of all the dwell- 
ings on the farms, all the supplies, all 
the tools and all the horses and cattle. 
It involved the imprisonment of all the 
farming population, men, women and 
children, in the fortified towns, where 
they have been left to shift for them- 
selves. They are without food and prac- 
tically without clothes. The Spaniards 
have not raised a finger to relieve the 
sufferings of these unfortunates. They 
have been given over to starvation on 
the plea that if they were allowed to 
stay on their farms and earn a living a 
part of their supplies would go to feed 
the Cuban patriots. 

Now, whether we have war, or wheth- 
er the republican party proposes to com- 
pel the Cubans to pay a round sum for 
their freedom, these people must be fed. 
Indeed, the whole population of the is- 
land must be fed from these shores 
while the island is slowly recovering 
from the horrors of Spanish oppression. 

The south is the nearest market, and 
therefore the cheapest for the Cubans to 
buy in, and for that reason we antici- 
pate a brisk and profitable demand for 
all the surplus supplies that can be 
raised in the south the present year. It 
is not too late for the farmers to plant 
larger crops of corn and wheat, and 
to begin to put their extra beef cat- 
tle in marketable condition. 

Let us, for once, in Georgia take time 
by the forelock, and anticipate the in- 
creased demand for  bread-stuffs and 
provisions which will be very large and 
insistent in case of war, and which will 
be exceedingly brisk as soon as the con- 
flict is Cuba comes to a definite end... 

The farmers of Georgia would make 
no mistake if they doubled the acreage 
which they propose to devote to corn, 
wheat and other food crops. If this 
necessitates a reduction in the cotton 
acreage, sO muah the better. War will 
not materially benefit the cotton mar- 
ket.

Griffin, Ga., April ‘L—(Special.)—The cold 
wave of the*}ast two days has not injured 
the fruit in this section in the least. and 
unless it turns off much célder within the 
next day or two, it is safe, for the present 
at least. Fruit men all agfee that if there 
is no killing frost during the full moon ig 
April, then it is reasonably safe to predict 
a full peach crop. It rarely happens th 
there is any weather sufficiently severe ’ 
after that time to damage the fruit to any 
considerable extent, though such a thing . 
has sometimes happenei. However, they 
are looking forward to an abundant peach 
crop, and uniess all signs fail, they will 
get it. The trees are literafly hanging with 
fruit. Unless something should happen to ~ 
cause some of the young peaches to drop 
off before maturity, the branehes will no 
be able to support the weight. | 

Trees Never So Full Befcre. 

Fruit men say that they have never seen 
the trees so full before. A ride through the 
section of country that lies between hers 
und Sunny Side in search of information ag 
to the condition of the crop revealed the 
fact that all of those engaged in this in- 
dustry are wearing a very satisfied look, 
and are quite sanguine as to the future 
They say that so far paitively no injury 
has resulted. This is the*universal opinion 
“of men who are in a position to know 
whereof they speak. 

Colonel Redding Talks. 

Afger seeing several fruit, men in the 
city, The Constitution correspondent called 
o.1 Colonel Redding, at Experiment, for his 
opinion. He says that his thermometer has. 
not registered any freezing weather either 
yesterday or today, and ae hardly thinks 
tonight will be as cold as either of the 
two preceding.

Amongythe Bidders Was the Populist

Convicts to Work 
in Mining. 


Beginning on the Ist of April, 1899, when 
the old convict lease expires, Georgia will 
receive $178,400 a year for the convicts whicn 
she is now renting for $25,000 a year. The 
prison commissioners yesterday opened the 
bids for which they advertised under the 
new law some weks ago, and when they 
got through with them they were by long 
odds the three happiest men in the employ 
of thee state. They have all along been 
indulging thé hope that good prices would 
be obtained for the convicts, but so much 
has been said by the old lessees about the 
unprofitable and disagreeable character of 
convict employment that they were afraid 
a bear movement might depress the convict 
market and the goods which they had to 
dispose of might be left upon their hands 
or disposed of without much profit. 

But in spite of all the old lessees had to 
say on the subject, they were themselves 
the most active bidders of thé lot, and the 
prices they offered are good evidence that 
they do not really believe convict labor to 
be so unprofitable as they would make out. 
Elsewhere on this page a complete list of 
all the bids received, together with the 


schedule of awards, is printed, and it shows 


that actually every one of the present les-

bid for 400 at prices ranging from $61 to 
$92, but did not get any of them. A whole 
lot of sawmill men made bids at $%, but 
most of the farmer bidders went much low- 
er than this. The lowest bid of all was re- 
ceived -from Messrs. Baines & Roby, of 
Jasper county, who. asked for fifty con- 
victs at $25, and the next lowest come from 
the Sharp Company, of Bulloch, who want- 
ed fifty at $30. There were three bids at 
$102 and three at $101. 

Of course, this bidding is for the able- 
bodied male convicts only, and in a short 
time it will be the duty of the commission 
to make such a physical examination as 
will properly classify them. The present 
convict population of Georgia is about 2,300, 
and as the commission has awarded only 
1,800, there will be left 500 to be employed 
on the estate farm provided for under the 
new law. In the language of: the act it- 
self, these 500 are to consist of ‘‘females, 
who shall be put at such labor ae is best 
suited to their sex and strength; boys un- 
der fifteen years of age, who shall be put 
at such work as is best suited to their 
strength and age, making provisions for 
such moral and manual training as may 
be conducive to their reformation and res- 
titution to good citizenship; and such aged 
and diseased convicts as in the judgment 
of the commission should not be hired out.” 

The law provides that the several coun- 
ties of the state which may desire convicts 
for work upon the public roads shall be 
preferred bidders, but none of them have 
shown any~disposition thus far to make 
any bid. Each of the successful bidders 
are required to provide suitable bonds with 
security, payable to the governor and his 
successors in office, in’ an amount to be 
fixed. by the commission, conditional for. 
the faithful payment of the hire, and the 
observance of the contract, and of suche 
rules and regulations as may be adopted 
by the commission. The hire is to be paid 
into the treasury of the state at the end 
of each three months from the date of 
the hiring, and the law provides numerous 
safeguards to protect the state’s interest 
in every way. 

Looking for a Farm. 

From now on the commission will be oc- 
cupied in selecting the army of more than 
200 guards, who are to be employed to 
watch the convicts, and in the selection of 
physicians and other officers. The law 
limits the salaries of the guards to $25 per

While a city charter 
which confers authority to purchase, hold, 
receive, enjoy, possess and retain, for the 
Use and benefit of the said city, in perpe- 
tuity or for any term of years, any estate 
Or estates real or personal, lands, tene- 
ments, hereditaments, of what kind or na- 
ture soever, within the limits or without 
the limits of said city, “for corporate pur- 
poses,”’ invests the mayor and council with 
very broad powers as to the acquisition of 
property for the benefit of the municipality, 
and might warrant a purchase by them of 
an undivided interest in reaity, if made 
under a contract securing to the city a legit-

400 FAVORABLE 
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KILLING FROST IS UNLIKELY AFTER APRIL IST 


Weather Records Show There Have 
Been Few Killing Frosts in the 
Past After This Time. 


—_ 


ETTHR prospects never lent encour- 
agement to the farmers of Georgia 
than the hopeful vision of prosperity 
presented by the conditions that now pre- 
vail all. over the state. Four hundred re- 
ports from as many sections of Georgia to 

J. B. Marbury, the chief of the Atlanta 
section of the United States bureau of 
weather and crop service, show that the 
promise of prosperous times was never so 
bright as at present. 

Farm work was never so far advanced 
at this time of year ag it now is and at no 
time in the agricultural history of the 
state has there been a better outlook for 
good crops. Mr Marbury, chief of the 
weather bureau, will next week compile his 
first weekly crop report, and in preparation 
of it he has sent to his army of corre- 
spondents in this state to get reports. Yes- 
terday he received over 400 reports telling 
the fruit and crop conditions. Mr. Mar- 
bury is enthusastic over the first reports 
and says that in his long experience he 
has never found the farm work so well ad-. 
vanced. 

Corn js up and is being plowed in some 
sections ef the state and a large part of the 
cotton crop has already been planted, which 
shows that the farmers are at least two 
weeks earlier than usual. Usually no cot- 
ton is planted before April 10th, but the 
outlook now is that the crop will be en- 
tirely planted by that time. 

Reports from the country around Augusta 
and down the Savannah river show that 
the farmers there have made wonderful 
progress with their crops. Corn is growing 
beautifully in that section and-is looking 
unusually green and fine. Gardeners all 
over the state report splendid crops. 

The fruit crop of this year will doubtless 
be the best that has been grown in Geor- 
gia for some years. The trees are laden 
with blossoms and young fruit, and if there 
is no killing frost there is nothing else 
in view to prevent a large yield. 

Frost is very unlikely after this time. 
Light frosts may fall in April, but we 
weather records show that during the pas 
ten years only two killing frosts have oc- 
curred after April ist. 

The two killing frosts which oceurred in 
April were neag the Ist of the month, one 
falling on the 6th and the other on the 
10th. The following table shows the frost 
records for the months of April and May 
for the past ten years. In three ,of the 
years no frost fell during either of the

Exercises of the Georgia Colleg2 of 
Eclectic Medicine end Surgery 
Were Very Successful.

ATLANTA MACHINISTS LEAVE 


Several from Southern Shops Accept 
Jobs with the Goverument. 


WILL WORK ON WARSHIPS 


Eight or Ten Experts Le‘t, and It Is 
Understood That Government 
Will Obtain Services of Others. 


The United States government has en- 
gaged machinists from Atlanta and other 
southern cities to work in the various navy 
yards. From the shops of the Southern 
railroad between eight and ten expert ma- 
chinists have gone during the past few 
days to accept positions with the govern- 
ment. 

W. Il. Tracy, master mechanic of the 
“Southern shops, declined to give the names 
- of the men who had left pn account of the 
fact that several are not to accept govern- 
ment positions, and he did not know which 
these were. The men who left the South- 
ern "shops went from the department of 
Muster Mechanic Tracy, and all of them 
are among the best machinists in the 
shops. 

I+ ‘s understood that the government has 
obtained machinists from various shops 
throughout the south. They, it is supposed, 
will. be put to Work on the warships which 
are in course of constrtiction. They will 
make a considerable increase in the force 
now at work and will cause the work to be 
done with more rapidity. 

It was thought that machinists from 
other ‘shops in the city had accepted posi- 
tions with the government, but inquiry 
failed to bring out the fact of any going 
in addition to the ones named. 

The men who are to work for the gov- 
€rnment will. probably go from here to 
Washington, where they will report and 
then be sent to the places where they are 
to be permanently located. The leaving of 
the machinists caused considerable talk in 
mechanical circles and it is taken as an 
indication that the government is rushing 
the work in order to be prepared for an 
emcrgency.

PRICES COULD NOT BE HELD 
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: Weight of Growing Depression Too 
: Heavy To Carry and Prices 
Slipped Away. 


New York, April +-1.—The process which 
Went on in the stock market today was 
@ crumbling and disintegration of prices. 
There was a large and infiuential party 
in the exchange who manifested their con- 

ence in a peaceful settlement between 
the United States and Spain, and who in- 
* @€Feased values of securities by determined 
+ Support of prices all through the early 
dealings. The buying by\this element dur- 
ing the morning hours was very large, 
but prices kept slipping downward. The 
weight of the growing depression proved 
too heavy to carry and the attempt was 
abandoned in the afternoon when a gen- 
eral and heavy liquidation was in full 
force. Some feeble rallies at the <lose 
indicated that some part of the day's 
decline was due to short selling, but the 
recoveries fram the lowest were very 

Small, and net losses on the day run from 
3 to over 5 points in the principal active 
stocks. The round of the early confidence 
by some operators that war would be 
averted was shrouded in some mystery. 
It seems to have been founded on the in- 
ference that interest on the Spanish 4s, 
which was paid today, in spite of recent 
doubts whether the money would be forth- 
coming, Was advanced by the Rothschild’s, 
and that the advance was based on knowl- 
edge that the Spanish government would 
make a peaceble settlement of the de- 
mands of the United States. But as the 
day advanced the fact took more and more 
definite shape on the news from Wash- 
ington that the Spanish government had, ) 
on the contrary, refused the demands of 
the United States. The consequence seem- 

necessarily to be that the whole ques- 
tion would be submitted to congress for 
settiement. This was felt to involve the 
abandonnient of diplomecy and an early 
resort to force. All the indications usual- 

iy regarded as trustworthy as to political 
. evelopments were very contradictory in 
the early trading. American securities, 
after opening off in London, improved 
before the opening here and advanced 
quite violently after trading had com- 
menced in New York. This early weak- 
mess was in spite of the fact that other 
advices from Madrid were rather opti- 
mistic. Spanish 4s, which were traded in 
ex-coupon, fell 3 full points in London 
before the rally set in, then recovered 1%, 
apparently on the early strength shown. 
by the New York stock market. This 
early strength here rallied prices several 
times to or near last night’s level, and 

was not till the afternoon that the 
_ market took on its decisive tone of weak- 
‘mess. A significant feature of the day 
was the marking up of call loans to 6 per 

cent. This was due to the calling of a 
moderate amount of loans by the New 
York banks. But the shifting of these 
leans developed small amount of money 
offering, and sharp stiffening in rates was 
the consequence. Exchange rates respond- 
ed to the hardening of money by a frac- 
tional decline, though the day’s engage- 
ment of gold for import was only about 
half a million dollars. The growth of the 
selling for Washington account as the 
gay progressed was an essential factor in 
‘the late break in the stock market.

in 1895. Of this the total of American cot- 
ton is 3,682,884, against 3,808,342 last week, 
2,940,820 last year and 4,117,185 in 1895, and 
of all other kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, 
India, etc., 246,000, against 276,000 last week, 
368,300 last year and 291,200 in 1895. ' 

The total world’s visible supply of cot- 
ton shows a decrease compared with last 
week of 155,458 bales, an increase compared 
with last year of 619,764 and a decrease 
compared with 1895 of 479,501.

The amount of the crop brought into 
sight for the seven months from Septem- 
ber to March, inclusive, ia 2,199,000 over 
last year; 3,775,000 over year before last, 
and 1,107,782 over 1895.

Foreign exports for the first seven 
months of the season have been 6,214,828 
bales, showing an increase over last sea- 
son of 1,095,414 and over the same period 
year before last of 2,439,157.

Corn and Oats Were Steady—Provis- 
ions Strong Early, but Closed 
Weak and Lower.

Chicago, April 1.—Wheat today advanced 
and parted company with the stock market. 
Heavy sales of cash wheat by Le:ter and 
others for shipment abroad and for miliing 
purposes at home overcame any sympatny 
with a downward trend of stocks due ,to 
fear of hostilities between Spain and the 
United States. Today’s trading resulted in 
a gain of %c a bushel in July wheat and %c 
in May. Corn and oats were steady w.th 
wheat and closed with very little change. 
Provisions were. strong early, but weaken- 
ed later and closed 2%@7%¢c lower. 

Wheat opened firm at prices unchanged 
to %c higher than yesterday’s closing fig- 
ures, and in the course of the first hour’s 
trading made a further advance of nearly 
%c. During this time the volume of busi- 
ness wags cons.derably heavier than of late. 
The strength was principally due to the 
statement of Joseph Leiter that he had dis- 
posed of 2,500,000 bushels cash wheat Mon- 
day last for export. This indication of an 
urgent demand for wheat abroad tended to 
make shorts uneasy,’ In addition to that, 
however, the New York stock market had 
recovered an opening dec.ine before trad- 
ing commenced, here, Another bull help 
was the big falling off in American ship- 
ments since last week, Shipments this week 
amounted to 1,192,000 bushels, or about half 
as much as the week before. Northwest re- 
ceipts were light, Minneapolis and Duluth 
reporting 218 cars, against 310 last week and 
289 a year ago. Chicago received 69 cars, 
87 contract grade, The addition to the con- 
tract stocks today amounted to 136,000 bush- 
els, 45 cars and 53,000 coming frum the mix- 
ing houses.

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TWO YEARS FOR MOONSHINING 


Harris Bramlett Gets the Extreme 
Penalty.

IS A NOTORIOUS WHITECAPPER 


He Has Figured in Many Sensational 
and Thrilling Fights in ths 
Mountains. 


Harris Bramlett, alleged to be the most 
notorious whitecapper, moonshiner and 
breaker of United States laws whoever 
operated in north Georgia, was sentenced 
yesterday by Judge Newman to serve two 
years in the government‘ penitentiary. 

Bramlett goes up for simple moonshining, 
an offence which is usually punished by 
one month in Fulton county jail, with 
plenty of eat and nothing to do, but Bram- 
lett has been sent up so much for making 
moonshine whisky that Judge Newman de- 
cided nothing less than a two-year ter 
would convince him of the had habit of 
indiscriminately smashing Incle Sam's 
laws. ? 

Bramlett, who has always been used to 
the freedom of the wild Murray county 
hills, is heart broken, but he consoles him- 
self with the reflection that he will .not 
have to go to far off Columbus, O., where 
the government prisoners have hitherto 
been sent. The south has at last secured 
a federal prison, and Bramlett will be the 
first contribution fram Georgia to the big 
institution at Raleigh, N. C., where they 
will hereafter be sent. 

The sentence of two years for moonshin- 
ing is certainly severe, but it was made al- 
most necessary by the repeated offenses of 


| Harris Bramilett, who was born a moon- 


shiner and who was determined, he says, 
to make whisky as long as he lived. Up 
in. Murray county his family were powerful 
in the mountain districts, and they have 
ruled with an iron hand the lawless ele- 
ment of that county. Revenue. officers 
were jokes to the Bramlietts. They didn’t 
care a fig how often the marshals came, 
they always came away empty-handed. 
But there, as everywhere else, were men 
who were willing to betray the moonshin- 
ers, and the revenue men, with the aid of 
informers, began to experience great suc- 
cess in the capture of stills in Murray 
county. These informers incurred the hate 
of the moonshiners, and whitecap gange 
were organized to wreak vengeance upon 
the men who were traitors to the dearest 
thing to a moonshiner’s heart—his inherent 
belief in the right to make whisky without 
license. Harris Bramlett was charged with 
leading these whitecappers. 

Some of the family were captured and 
sent up, but Harris Bramlett always man- 
aged to escape. One of his escapes from the 
United States marshais was the most duir- 
,ing and reckless act on record. After 
many desperate attempts to arrest him, in 
which many. leaden balls were wasted, 
Bramlett was finally captured and brought 
here. 

The moonshiner will’be sent to Raleigh 
in a short time. He is deeply grieved that 
the court should thave imposed so severe 
a sentence merely for moonshining,

Colonel Lewis Thomas Was Called tuo 

Sparta Yesterday on Account of 

His Father’s Death. e 

Colonel Lewis W. Thomas, of this ctty, 
yesterday received the sad intelligence 
of his aged father’s death and left last 
night for Sparta, Ga., where Dr. F. A. 
Thomas was living at the time of his de- 
mise. 

Dr. Francis Anderson Thomas was one 
of Georgia’s old landmarks and his death 
brings sorrow to many hearts. He was 
eighty-one years old and had enjoyed ex- 
cellent health until an accident happened 
to him, ten years ago, which brought on 
paralysis. 

Dr. Thomas was born on Shoulderbone 
creek, near Mt. Zion, in Hancock coun- 
ty, August 15, 1816. His father was a 
well-to-do farmer and moved to Mt. Zion 
to educate his children under Dr. Be- 
man. 

Afterwards Dr. Thomas prepared for 
attended Randolph-Macon, 
where he graduated. He also took a course 
in medicine at both Augusta, Ga., and 
Charleston, S. C., graduating from each 
school with honor. 

The late Dr. Willis Westmoreland was 
a classmate of his in one of the medical 
colleges. 

Dr. Thomas married Almira Narcissa 
Wimberly, daughter of Colonel Lewis 
Wimberly, of Talbot county. Mrs. Thomas 
died three years ago at the age of seven- 
ty-one. 

Their children in life are Richard Henry 
Thomas, Francis Garrett Thomas, of Spar- 
ta; Mrs. A. J. Perryman, of Talbotton; 
Walter Pendleton Thomas, of Dalton; 
Joseph Thomas, of Griffin, and Lewis W. 
Thdmas, of Atlanta. 

Of. one brother and five sisters of the 
deceased only Mrs. Joseph Singleton, of 
Milledgeville, remains. 

Dr. Thomas came of a line of sturdy 
and accomplished ancestry.. His father, 
Colonel Robuds Thomas, was one of the 
first representatives Hancock county ever 
had. 

At the opening of war Dr. Thomas was 
in affluent circumstances, but at its close 
was. poor indeed, having nothing but: con- 
federate bonds and negroes.
